For these reasons, omitting others, the

like, it buries its head, but ostrioh-Hke, i 
iS big with exposure. It wears a veil o: 
preamble and a fig-leaf of benevolent post- 
ponement. It tries to hide itself under 
the words: 


'This amendment ahall not Take effoo 


until after the 4th of March, 1873 " 


Our attention was etpeoially called to 


these words, "What are they for 't 
Whj 


are they here ? They pretend to give us 
respite, or reprieve. One falls into reverie 
while considering whether most fo admire 
the guileleDsnets or tbe skill, the iogenu 
ousnrbi or the ingenuity of, which con 
trived euch a mercy for the present. No 
ordinary forecast descried the need o: 
these deferring words. No common anzi 
ety to abstain from thrusting at 
th< 


present .Executive, struve thus to trip tho 
[lying feet of a constitutional amendment 
One only usually cautious would never 
have gone to auai considerable pains. Tlib 
national convention will occur iu less than 
balf a year, nad the election in ten months 
aud most men, in their loose and caroles 
labor, would not have stopped to think 
that a .constitutional amendment whicl 
hae made no progress in half a century 
might suddenly escape from 
Congrena 


now, 
and whirl through the legislatures 


of three-quarters of nil tbe States, within 
so short a time. Without such saving 
words, however, we might have been cas 
in a pit. 
Spreading like fire on a prairie 


a furore ior the amendment might hav 
swept the country, and when tho conven 
tion was ready to nominate, and tbe peo 
pie to elect, tho candidate might have been 
found constitutionally dead.

Thanks to the forethought of its distin 


gnished mover, the amendment is iron 
clad against such a catastrophe.

vestincr in tho State Legislatures, equnlly 
with Congress, power and discretion in

Such an amendment, pruceeding from th 
Statep, would have n certain fitness an 
decorum, which cannot be imparted to i 
by those who cling to their own privileg 
of re-election, and who may themselves b 
Presidential aspirantp. If we think th 
subject of second terms of cfnce uo*>d 
overhauling, if we "deem it neceFsary," " 
tbe words of tho Constitution, to propo?

In tho name of civil service reform, we 


iro ueked to advise the nation to tie its 
muds agaiust ever availing itoelf of tho 
orvioes of tlmt citizen, who, having onoe 
jeeu choBon President, has acquitted liim- 


<lf i-o well us to ehow the wisdom of Ms 


choice, and to convince his countrymen 
hat he is still tho beat and safest guardian 
of tbe truat.

It abrid- 
ges the nation's right to choose whom it 
will for President; it does more—it seeks 
out the particular man the people would 
choose, and pa\s they shall not choose him 
It seeks out no man whom the people 
would not choose; it could never, even by 
accident, visit any man whi>m the people 
would not choose ; its whole scope is to 
o>mpel those to be Ifft who otherwise 
would bo taken. 
For 
madmen such 


shackles might well be forged; they might 
be prudent for children; bat it seems odd 
to try them on a free people fit to govern 
themselves. When people or States hold 
out their hands and usk Congress to put 
such manacles on them, tho work will go 
morn bravely on. 


We uro reminded that n political party, 


now DO uioie, declared in favor of electing 
its candidates but once. This was u reso- 
lution in a party platform, made for a 
campaign. A revenue or n protective tar- 
iff, a national bank, u pub-Treasury, the 
aiinoxuiion of Texus, have also from time 
to time appeared on tho cdcljing currents 
of party waves. Who ever thought of 
petrifying such things in tho Constitution? 
Party platforms aud party meusnroa are 
Heating imd changing; political parties 
themselves dipaolve; but tbe Constitution 
remainH. We ore referred to tbft lllfl said 
to ooia<* from the President b^inx eligible 
to a second term. There are illt?, no doubt 
It is tho infirmity of earthly existence 
thut ingredients of evil mingle in every 
thing. That evil can be found in a method 
or a process, proves little or nothing. The 
practical question is, can it be improved ? 
and if not, is there so much good in it 
th'.t it should be preserved despite tbe evil 
it may have ?

"Corruption wina not more than hcn- 


eity." One would suppose that ambition 
t > be re-chosen, and the possibility of grat- 
f/iag it, would be a high incentive, 
prompting lofty and commanding exer- 
tion. The surest way to ba President 
again, is to be the best President. If this 
U BO, how can tho w i A to exalt himself in 
public estimation, depress his standard of 
action? How can it fail to be a spur to 
good endeavoi ? 
The 
truth 
of this 


argument lie* deep in every human heart. 
Every soldier in the battle of life fuels 
it. 
Be he lawyer, doctor, mechanic or 


President, every man knows that doing 
well for those who employ him, is tho pass- 
port to confidence and promotion. 
The 


Chtistian bchcmc, human jurisprudence, 
and all doctrines of rewards and punish- 
ment rest upon the truth that men are 
encouraged in good, and deterred from 
evil, by making their fate contingent on 
their conduct, and on the approval of the 
intelligence by which they are to be judg- 
ed. This one consideration, outweighed 
in the old Constitutional Convention, all 
tlio objections to a second term. Ii ought 
certainly to suggest a doubt whether the 
incentive afforded by the hope of re-elec- 
tion, has more of evil than good. 


It is said again that patronage will be 


wielded by Presidents to secure their re- 
election. There is less force in this now 
than heretofore, because of tbe incoming 
obange in tbe civil service; but some pat- 
ronage will remain, and that may be ustd 
unfairly. Let ua examine thip. Are not 
tbe people to be trusted to find out tho 
dishonest use of patronage, and to rebuke 
it? 
In

that those guilty of bad practices will 
bo 
detected 
than 
to 
condemn 
in 


advance with ono swocp all Presidents, 
good and bad alike ? Why not trust in 
the popular intelligence and honesty, and 
lot each President be tried on his own 
merits, instead of deciding all oases alike 
before trial ? Beside, can you prevent a 
man intrigueing, by saying there is on* 
thing he cannot reach ? If the Executive 
cannot exert his power for himself iu one 
respect, does it follow that he will not 
exert it for somebody else, or for himself 
in some other respect ? 


Would no one-term President ever wish 


to be general of tho armies, or admiral of 
the navy, or chief jnatice, or senator, after- 
ward ? Ex-Presidents have wanted leaser 
places; ex-Presidents have been repre- 
sentatives and justices of the peace. What 
is to prevent intrigues and schemes with 
such "an amendment? It would invite 
combinations. No one could be chosen 
more than once himself, but each oould 
wield hia influence for tho f*«ua who had 
aided to L>iug nuout his election, with n 
promise 
perhaps 
of 
the 
succession. 


Each oould conuivo with the successor 
who 
would 
reward 
friend?, 
punish 


enemie/>, perpetuate policies, and make 
appointments in 
tho interest 
of the 


outgoing incumbent, and thus a new 
web of solded motives would be woven 
into our Byatem. In many of the States 
sheriffs are by law inelegible to immediate 
second terms. 
Who don't not know tha 


concerted action, tho evasions, to which it 
leads, and tho cnse with which sherifl'a 
exert as much influence iu selecting their 
successors, as if they were themselves in 
the field applicants for re-election. Leave 
presidents to electioneer for themselves, 
and they will be watched ; but set them at 
work with a hidden hand for wo know not 
who or what, imd how would the publio 
eye know where to turn, or who to watch? 


I have been assuming, for the sake of 


argument, that patronage is tho potent 
engine of advantage which some eeem to 
deem it. But I take issue with tho whole 
theory that political patronage makes men 
or party strong. It does not. 
I have for 


years been convinced, and many who hear 
me muot have beon convinced, that pa- 
tronage is a source of weakness, not of 
strength. 
Some men, by giving their 


whole minds to tho work, and thinking 
and dreaming of "patronage" and plunder 
as the be-all and end-all of politics, may 
sustain thtmselvcs for a time. 
By promis- 


ing everybody, and laying the disappoint- 
ments to somebody else, by wheedling and 
cajoling, and putting off, and promising 
over again, and explaining and maueuver- 
ng indefatigably, home men succeed for a 
time. But those are not tbe men Presi- 
dents are made of ; they never last long, 
aud when their patronage is gone they are 
rono too. 


It was a good saying of a Frenchman, 


that he who appoints a man to office 
makes thirty-nine enemies and one in- 
Krato. Thia is but tbe oarrioatured expe- 
rience and observation of most men. 
The 


jower to dispense office is a baneful when 
t is not a fatal gift. 
Who doub's thtt 


official patronage lias been a curtio to the 
present administration? 


With some knowledge of the facts I 


nver my belief that nine-tenths of tie 
warfare upon the President, in the rnnli 
of his party, has pioceeded from dimU- 
feiition over patronage. I believe that 
without an office to bestow, from first to 
lait, he would have been comparatively 
free from assault. What has been tbe 
effect of his ofii')c-giving? 
Men who have 


enjoyed and abused hin favor have turned 
to rend him the ins'ant they could obtain 
nothing more. The "outs" are, of course, 
arrayed against him, and the country U 
kept filled with cant and hypocritical out- 
cry, because thoee who hold cffiue do not 
stop voting and thinking for themselves, 
or go to work abusing the President! 


The ohicf ammunition of the Demo-

mean tbo fa> t that oil of twenty -eight; de- 
grees, twmty -nine degreep, thirty de- 
grees and thirty-one degrees gravity is 
gradually 
griming 
less 
and 
less 


The stock of 
oilu ot 
these gravities 


outside ot the regions and oil yarda of 
West Virginia is all exhausted, while the 
stock on hand in this section la very ma- 
terially decreased. While this ia the case 
in regard to the production, the demand for 
these gruvitiea is largely on the increase 
To supply this demand mixtures are put in 
the maiket, some of them good but a large 
amount of them worthlaas. Still there 
ia a class of consumers who will buy only 
of the producer of natural oil direct, and 
this cluse of consumers will in less than two 
years exhaust the supply.
